WE KNOW that the meeting has bee © 
discussed, that plans were made (which failed) te get a speaker 
on our platform to push the Negro Labor Council and that failing 
there we will be hounded by the literature and petition distribu- 
tors of the CRC and the Negro Labor Vouncil. We have prepared 
and are going to distribute a piece of literature of our own in 
which we brand these groups as Communist front groups attempting — 
to mislead the Negro community. We broke up one such front qi
